With this challenge to the conventional New Year appraisals of pro- 
gress, Dr. Robert A. Millikan, distinguished scientist and Nobel Prize win- 
. ner, contributes to the January American Magazine what is described in an | 
editorial review in “The Reader’s Digest’” as one of the truly stimulating 
articles of the month. 

It is stimulating, and for that reason we utilize this column to reproduce 
The Reader's Digest editorial review of Dr. Millikan's article. It says: 

Dropping for the moment his famous pursuit of the cosmic ray, Dr. 
Millikan seeks for rays of hope in the cosmos of human aspirations. The 
usual end-of-the-year statistics on car loadings, steel output and building 
construction, he says, only blind us to the real fundamentals of mankind's 
advance. Records of transportation are important, but not so important as 
whether the men who last year used our vaunted methods of eating space 
were more thoughtful and kindly than those who were transported the year 
before. We may boast how speedily we get about and forget how to walk 
peacefully and reflectively with ourselves. 

The number of miles traveled in automobiles is not as significant as 
what we saw and felt on our way. Did we hog the road and give battle at 
crossings, or were we chivalrous as knights? How many boons did we grant 
with our cars to the old, the lame, the shut-ins? And “how many times did 
we drive alone to a hilltop to read and to meditate, hungering for better- 
ment?” Just as human values transcend statistics, so we must use the 
golden rule to measure true progress. 

Our improved communication, whether by radio, telephone, or trans- 
atlantic cable, does not of itself denote a higher civilization. The main 
question is: What was communicated? Fear and prejudice? Did our re- 
markable facilities tend to promote hate and grecd, base ideas and false 
sentiments? Or did they reflect sounder thinking, more generous and, 
humane impulses? 

What it we did make a staggering number of telephone calls or talk 
freely to London and Paris? at is of small moment compared with 
whether or not we used the telephone as an instrument of fellowship. Did 
we call and offer to help a friend smitten by ill luck? Were we less rude 
and intolerant? There was no progress if we growled into the mouthpiece 
and failed to employ the ‘phone for more intelligent, gracious conversation. 
; Tne fact that some of our tall buildings are gloomy and half occupied 
becomes really tragic only as the minds of those who use them become | 
gloomy and half occupied, too. Not the number of new buildings that go up 
but what goes on in them is the vital standard. Do new buildings connate 
better working conditions and larger opportunity ? | 

Let us not be deceived by the production of our farms and factories. 
The supreme question is, did we grow in mental, moral and physical stature? 
Not how fast the wheels turned in 1934, but “how slow and firm were the 
feet of thoughtful men upon the earth.” Not how much improvement in 
motor design, but “how much we improved the motor of men—the knowledge, 
the understanding, the purpose.’ 

Stratosphere flights were made in 1934, but what of the aspirations of 
those who remained below? ‘In 1935, perhaps,” Dr, Millikan writes, “if we 
are thoughtful and honest and kind and courageous, we may ascend a little

Supply Always Left On Lonely 
Islands In Indian Ocean 

To be shipwrecked on some lonely 
island or rock, where there is no food, 
is a fate which has often befallen 
sailors, 

It is those spots of land which are 
at a great distance from the regular 
ocean highways where the outlook 
for castaways is so desperate. Yet it 
is just these very islands on to which 
a disabled ship may drift. 

Typical of these islands are those 
called Amsterdam, St. Paul and the

MAGNETISM 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


In various countries there is found 
an ore of iron which has the power 
of attracting small bits of iron. 
Pieces of this ore are known as nat- 
ural magnets. The name for this 
particular kind of iron ore was decid- 
ed upon because large quantities were 
found near a town in Asia Minor 
called Magnesia. The natural mag- 
nets not only attract small pieces of 
iron and steel but they also possess 
the power of indicating direction. 

If a piece of steel is stroked by a 
natural magnet it becomes itself a 
magnet. There are, of course, other 
and more convenient ways of mag- 
netizing a piece of steel. Permanent} 
steel magnets include the bar mag- 
net, the horseshoe magnet and the 
compass needle. 

If iron filings are scattered over a 
paper under which is a bar magnet it 
will be found that the iron filings 
arrange themselves in curved lines 
about the shape of the magnet. It 
will be observed that these lines 
curve into the ends or near the ends 
of the magnet. If the bar be sus- 
pended by an untwisted string it will 
come to rest with one end pointing a 
general north direction. This end is 
known as the north-seeking or north 
pole. 

The space surrounding a magnet in| 
any part of which the force from the, 
magnet can be detected is called its 
magnetic field.

Astronomers Encouraged 


| Sun Spots Indicate Period Of Greater 


Solar Activity 

Two more large spots appearing on 
the sun's surface indicate that the 
eleven-year cycle of solar activity is 
again commencing, with its accom- 
panying effects on the earth's radio, 
vegetable growth, lake levels, animal 
fecundity and even business pros- 
perity, according to Dr. Orestes Cald- 
well, vice-chairman of the advisory 
committee of New York’s new Plane- 
tarium at the American Museum of 
Natural History. 

Pointing out that the sun spots in 
themselves are not portents of earth- 
ly events, Dr. Caldwell, who is editor 
of Electronics, explains that such 
spots are vast storms in the gases 
making up the sun's surface, 

The presence of these sun spot 
storms indicates a period of greater 
solar activity, he says, which is 
manifested in increased electromag- 
netic oscillations that reach across 
the 91,000,000 miles to the earth 
causing auroras and upsetting ~com- 
munication circuits. 

In turn this increased ionization 
speeds up vegetable and tree growth 
on the earth, stimulating crops and 
recording itself in the different spac- 
ing of tree rings, stretching back for 
many years. Animal life also ap- 
pears affected, and Dr. Caldwell ex- 
hibits curves comparing the varying 
animal catch of Hudson Bay trappers 
with the corresponding numbers of 
sun spots for the same years.

Canada’s Salt Industry 


Manitoba And Saskatchewan Added | 
To List Of Producers | 
Canada’s salt industry 
healthy progress, according to a re- 
port issued by the Department of 
Mines. 

Production of salt in Canada has 
trebled in volume and has more than 
trebled in value since 1914, The out-| 
put in 1933 was the third largest in 
the history of the industry, being 
surpassed only in 1928 and 1929, and 
early returns indicate that the 1934 
output will exceed that of 1933. 

In 1914 Ontario was the only salt 
producer of consequence in the Do- 
minion but following the opening of 
the Malagash deposits in 1918 Nova 
Scotia has become an important pro- 
ducer. Within the past two years 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan have 
been added to the list of producers. 
Alberta has large deposits of salt 
that can be readily recovered and it 
is probable that active development | 
of these deposits will be undertaken | 
during 1935. Other extensive de- | 
posits which await development when | 
conditions warrant have been dis- 
covered in Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick.

Borstal System For Boys May Be 
Adopted In Canada |

system” for the special care of boys 
sentenced to the penitentiaries is 
being considered by the Dominion 
government.

This would apply to all boys except 
those considered incorrigible.

A complaint of the 
present system in Canada has been 
that boys were often thrown into the 
company of hardened criminals.

Mr. Dobson pointed out that all} 
banks in Canada, because of their! 
easy cash position, are looking for de- 
sirable loaning business, and the com- | 
paratively small increase under this 
heading reflects a lack of demand for 
loans, rather than a restriction of | 
credit. 

“Profits for the year were $4,398,- | 
217 but are not properly comparable 
with published profits for the pre-| 
vious year because heretofore they! 
were reported after deducting Pro- | 
vincial taxes but before Federal 
taxes. For the sake of uniformity, | 
and the fuller information of share- 
holders, both classes of taxes are now 
disclosed in the published report. 
Making allowance for the resulting | 
increase under this heading, profits) 
are lower by $268,448, leaving $1,506,- 
804 to be carried forward in Profit & 
Loss Account, after the usual dedue- |

Aviator Flying In South Africa 
Caught In Waterspout 

An extraordinary experience befell 
Captain V. Soltau at Dar-es-Salaam, 
South Africa, a pilot of Wilson’s Air- 
ways, while flying over Lake Vic- 
toria in a Puss Moth aeroplane with 
J. S. King, Tanganyika Commissioner 
of Police, as passenger. 

Between Mwanza and _ Tabora, 
Capt. Soltau saw before him a dense 
brownish cloud and decided to get 
above it. 

He rose to 7,000 feet and then sud- 
denly found that the engine was out 
of control and the machine was being 
sucked upwards at terrifying 
speed amid a shower of hailstones.

Toronto.—The creation of an an-| 
nual fund of $50,000,000 to be dis- | 
bursed throughout the year to Cana- 
dian workers is the prime object of 
the Dominion government's unem- 
ployment insurance bill, The Mail and 
Empire says in a special despatch 
from its Ottawa correspondent. i 

The measure, The Mail story says, | 
was before the federal cabinet Sat-| 
urday and received the approval of, 
the full ministry preparatory to its) 
introduction into the House of Com- 
mons. 

Benefits of the bill to individual} 
adult workers during their period of, 
involuntary idleness will average! 
around $6 per week, the Mail con-! 
tinues. The weekly contribution which | 
the worker will be called upon to 
make to the fund in order to qualify! 
as a beneficiary will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 30 cents per week. The 
employer will furnish a similar share 
and the federal government will make 
@ substantial contribution and bear 
cost of administration—which has 
been found in the experience of other | 
countries to amount to about 13 per! 
cent., the Mail says. 

The scheme will not apply, in its 
initial stages, the Mail continues, to 
agricultural workers, fishermen or to 
lumbermen. Professional workers | 
will not be included, 


Quota Will Be Uniform 


Ontario's New Policy Governing Food 
Allowance For Relief 

Toronto.—-Uniform food allowances 
will go into effect throughout On- 
tario immediately as part of a new 
government policy, Hon. David A. 
Croll, minister of public welfare, an- 
nounced, 

The policy is designed to eliminate 
claims of discrimination from any 
municipality. 

In 90 per cent. of the municipali- 
ties, Mr. Croll said, the change means 
an increase in food allowances, if the 
municipality wishes {t, and !s willing 
to contribute proportionately. In a 
few places it means. ceductions, 
among them Toronto township. 

“This means,” Mr. Croll said in his 
statement about the new policy, “that 
a family of four will receive food to 
the value of $5.25 a week. We think 
that adequate, and our scheme is 
scientifically determined by current} 
prices. You don't have to be any 
kind of expert but a housekeeper to} 
realize that the figure is fair. In ad- 
dition, they are permitted to earn, 
without deductions, up to one-third of 
the monthly food allowance.”

Wild Life In Our. 
National Parks 


Animals Lack Of Fear Of Man Adds 
Pleasure To Visit To Canadu’s 
Scenic Playgrounds 

Visitors to Canada’s National 
Parks for many years have enjoyed 
the unusual experience of meeting! 
bands of bighorn sheep or a family 
of black bear on the mountain high- 
ways, of playing golf under the curt- 
eus gaze of a herd of lordly elk, or 
of sighting nearby the usually timid 
deer while travelling through the 
streets of mountain resorts. Virst- 
time visitors to the parks are amazed 
at the absence of fear shown by these 
and other wild animals but later be- 


come accustomed to these almost 
everyday encounters, 

The increasing tameness of the} 
wild animal life in the National| 


Parks is due entirely to the sanctuary | 
conditions provided by these great| 
scenic playgrounds. Not only {is the 
beauty of mountain, stream, and lake 
preserved in its primeval state, but} 
the flora and fauna also are being | 
conserved for the benefit and enjoy-| 
ment of this and future generations 
by a policy of rigid protection. | 

For the information of those who| 
are interested in game conservation, | 
the following short description of the, 
system of protection employed by the 
National Parks of Canada Branch 9f, 
the Department of the Interior is 
given. Each park is divided into a 
suitable number of districts, cach of 
which is in charge of a park warden 
who is responsible for fire and game 
protection, and who lives in a good 
cabin at some strategic point within 
his district. There are, for instance, | 
seventeen such districts Jasper 
National Park and fifteen in Banff 
National Park. Besides the home 
cabin, there stop-over cabins, 
about fifteen miles apart the 
trails which the warden required
